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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In combination with 
all the limitations recited in the independent claim, all the prior arts do not show a fiber optic 
adapter for use with two optical fiber connectors comprising an attenuation hub having a first 
ferrule and a second ferrule fixed to each other and forming an optical path between the first and 
second ends of the attenuation hub. Furthermore, none of the cited references teaches or 
suggests inline attenuation devices be placed within an adapter so that they would be intervening 
structure between end faces of ferrules of optical fiber connectors.
